An in-depth interview by ASW’s man on the move in Melbourne — GREG BLAKE 


IT may be a little premature to start rating 
player's of the year with the NSL just half a 


dozen weeks old. 

But if I was to nomin- 
ate one player who is 
shaping as the year’s 
most improved player it 
must be  Footscray’s 
dynamic midfielder 
Vlado Bozinoyski. 

It doesn’t take an ex- 
pert to tell you that his 
JUST midfield partner 


and Socceroo Oscar 
Crino is something 
special. 


So when Bozinovski is 
doing enough to catch the 
eye alongside Crino in 
the Footscray ‘engine 
room’ the bustling 23 
year old must be doing 
something right. 

If the Schintler Re- 
serve club hasn't set the 
world on fire in 1988 
Bozinovski has started to 


lo. 

It could be the year 
when the player of pro- 
mise becomes the cham- 
pion. 

Bozinovski, although 
pleased with his early ’88 
form, believes he kicked 
off 1986 in much the same 
fashion under the then 
new coach Drago Seku- 
laric. 


That year injury and a~ 


degree of “immaturity” 
cut him down. 

And therein lies the 
key to his eye-catching 
1988 form. 

“Seki Sekularac and 
his coach (Mirsad Fazla- 
gic) both helped a lot and 
the coaching of these two 
has made the difference 
in me,” Bozinovski says. 

“Having said that I 
think [I’ve also learnt a 
few lessons and I’ve 
found a degree of matur- 
ity inside myself. Maybe 
before I was a bit more 
casual.” 

Lesson number one 
was learnt the hardest 
way possible when a 
crashing tackle against 
Bozinovski at Preston 
Makedonia back in that 
1986 season put him out 


of action for many weeks. 

The steely quality his 
game lacked is now part 
of his armoury and now 
the hard-running 
Footscray number ten 
doesn’t mind handing out 
the tough stuff as well. 


“I've deliberately be- 
come a harder player”, 
he admits. 

“T dish it out a bit these 
days — I have to or I'll 
just keep copping it. 

“I know for certain 
there are still players who 
go out on the park to try 
and get me. 


“Believe me, it does 
happen. 

“Some coaches con- 
sider players like Oscar 
and I as just easy game. 

“Players used to come 
out to do the job on me 
and now I don’t give a 
damn because I can give 
it back. 


“It's crazy really be- 
cause ball players still 
don’t get the protection 
they should. 

“You get booked for 
pulling someone’s shirt 
but not for going over the 
top on someone. 

“Surely the idea is to 
stop the bad tackles?” 


Learning lessons 


Bozinoyski points to 
the Footscray side of 
1986 as an example of 
what is needed to make 
the grade in the NSL. 


That year was 
Footscray’s best ever in 
the NSL by a country 
mile as they charged into 
the Southern Division 
Grand Final after 
finishing in the finals for 
the first time. 


“That year we had the 
ball players but we also 
had players who would 
do the hard work and get 
stuck in like Belic and 
Vukevic,” Bozinovski 


a tag 


explained. 

“This year we’ve got a 
lot of fair ball players who 
don’t go out to hurt any- 
body — but we’re learn- 
ing our lessons fast.” 

From the tone of this 
story so far you can be 
forgiven for thinking that 
Bozinovski’s only attri- 
bute is new found aggres- 
sion. 

Not so, from what I’ve 
seen of him in 1988 I'm 
convinced he is the most 
likely to succeed Crino as 
Footscray’s midfield 
general when and if the 
reigning champion steps 
down from his mantle. 

Bozinovski bullies and 
bustles, he’s a powerful 
runner, has good close 
skills and he doesn’t mind 
getting forward for a goal 
or two. 

“I try to work as hard 
as I can and give 100 per- 
cent each week,” he told 
ASW. 


“T live for Soccer and it 
would be a great dis- 
appointment if I didn’t 
succeed, 


“And obviously my 
goal is to get a training 
run with the Socceroos. 

“There was talk in ’86 
that the national coach 
was looking closely at me 
but then the injury ruined 
that for me. 

“Now it’s simply a mat- 
ter of me doing enough to 
deserve another 
chance.” 

If the raw 21-year-old 
Bozinovski was  consi- 
dered two years ago 
there’s no doubting the 
new-improved 1988 ver- 
sion will get his chance at 
becoming one of the 
‘mad dogs’. 

Lifting visions 

The possibility of play- 
ing as a Socceroo along- 
side club mate Crino at 
international level is a 
possibility Bozinovski 
would relish. 

“He (Crino) makes life 
a lot easier,” he says of 
the Footscray maestro. 
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“When the game is 
tight it makes things easy 
when you’ve got a great 
ball player like him 
around. 

“We've been together 
now for nearly a year and 
I think we’ve got a great 
respect for each other. 

“We've managed to 
build up an understand- 
ing and we get together 
before games to discuss 
tactics.” 

But Bozinovski knows 
all the talk in the world 
isn’t going to propel the 
Schintler Reserve outfit 
into the 1988 finals. 

All the platitudes ab- 
out Footscray’s sweet 
skills won’t get the club 
the much-needed results, 

And at the moment the 
results aren’t coming as 
Footscray continues to 
drop points in games it 
should win. 

“You're right — 
saying that it’s bad luck 
isn’t going to help us,” 
the young star agrees. 

“We sit around be- 
tween ourselves and say 
that we’ve played well 
but not got the points and 
what’s the good of that. 

“We realise it won't 
get us anywhere.” ; 

The former South Mel- 
bourne Hellas youngster 
belives his club is possibly 
just one man short of 
being a title contender. 

“Td like to see us with a 
big, strong typical centre 
forward up front for the 
little blokes like Warren 
Spink to play off,” he 
says. 

“Someone up there to 
challenge for the hard 
balls. 

“But don’t get me 
wrong, I still think we’ve 
got the players there to 
do the job this year. 

“We're eager but I 
think we’ve just got to be 
a bit more determined in 
the matches we should be 
winning. 

“Put it this way, it will 
be a big disappointment 
if we don’t make the top 
five this year.”

TALENTED 
Footscray JUST de- 
fender Eddie Camp- 
bell has asked to be 
transfer listed at the 
club where his 
career was revital- 
ised just 12 months 
ago. 

A year ago 28 year old 
Campbell, a member of 
the all-conquering 
Brunswick Juventus 
title-winning team of 
1985, had left that club 
and become part of 
Footscray’s _ pre-season 
spending spree. 

Campbell more than 
justified Footscray’s out- 
lay with a spendid first 
season at Schintler Re- 
serve with many good 
judges lauding Campbell 
as one of the most im- 
proved players in the 
league last year. 

Footscray’s fluent, 
open style seemed to suit 
the former outside-left 
converted to full-back in 
his Juventus days, and 
Campbell's ability to get 
forward to support 
attacks made him one of 
the first chosen in Drago 
Sekularic’s teams. 

In just a few short 
months of the reign of 
new coach Mirsad Fazla- 
gic everything has turned 
sour for the affable 
Campbell.

club — no problems — 
but I really think the 
coach has something 
against me,” a dispirited 
Campbell told ASW. 

“I really don’t know 
what I’ve done to the guy 
but he’s just said things 
here and there to me 
since he came to the 
club.” 

Campbell admits that 
dealing through an in- 
terpreter hasn't helped 
either party. 

“T’d like to be able to 
talk straight to the guy to 


find out what the prob- 


Jems is,” he says. 

Campbell was  sub- 
stituted on the day Foot- 
scray went down 2-1 at 
Juventus and the JUST 
defender knows he 
wasn’t playing well. 

Matters came to a head

against South Melbourne 
Hellas that I would be 
coming off whether I was 
playing well or not.” 

Campbell was ‘drag- 
ged’ in that 1-1 draw and 
with a glare toward the 
coaches box the full-back 
walked off Schintler Re- 
serve and hasn’t worn a 
blue jersey since. 

“Joe Sterpin (Foot- 
Scray president) told me 
he’s had a chat with the 
coach and he’d said that 
each player would have 
three games to prove 
himself and if he (Fazla- 
gic) wasn’t happy there 
would be little or no 
chance of playing again 
this year,” Campbell told 
me. : 


“The thing is I think 
the other players want 
me in the team but the 
committee has given the 
coach 100 percent back- 
ing to do what he thinks 
best.” 

Campbell’s main prob- 
lem is that he is still train- 
ing with the club — for 
nothing. 

The easy-going Camp- 
bell was one of the few 
players who happily 
signed a contract with a 
clause stating that his 
signing-on fee is only 
payable if he plays 75 per- 
cent of the club’s game 
this year. 

As an almost ever-pre- 
sent in the 1987 side 
Campbell had no reason to 
believe things would 
come crashing down to 
earth for him in just three 
short months. 
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the second half injury 
time as Farina made it 2-0 
with one of the most 
spectacular efforts by an 
Aussie in an ~ in- 
ternational.

“T was calling and call- 
ing and Paul looked up 
and chipped the ball to 
me at the post and I just 
chested it down and 
knocked it past the guy 
coming toward me.”

Hagan’s international 
career is over — Fallon

NEW Zealand coach Kevin Fallon made no 
attempt to hide his anger when asked to 
comment upon Kevin Hagan’s decision to 
make himself unavailable for the Olympic 
Series. 

Speaking to reporters immediately before his side 
defeated Young Brazil 3-0 at Christchurch, Fallon 
spat: “I won't pick Hagan for New Zealand again. He 
is trying to bargain with me, but he knows there are no 
deals. He doesn't want to play for New Zealand badly 
enough.” 


The St George striker, who had telephoned Fallon 
two days earlier, claims that the volatile Yorkshire- 
man expressed no dismay to him at that time. 

“T really haven’t produced any good form for New 
Zealand as long as I can remember,” Hagan told a 
New Zealand Press Association correspondent. 
“Kevin wasn’t overly disappointed when I rang him, 
because he has a good squad. 

“I would say that this is the end of my international 
career, because Kevin Fallon is that sort of person. 
But, [have to think of my wife and family first.”” 

Hagan emphasised that his decision was made 
“totally on financial grounds” and Frank Arok had 
not put him under any pressure to withdraw. 

“Tt has not been very profitable for me to play for 
New Zealand in times gone by,” he stated. 

“This time, it would cost too much money. I stood to 
lose my job and everything. I am one of the few All 
Whites supporting a family on a single income.” 

The 30 year old made 24 appearance for New 
Zealand.

A change of heart by NSW League clubs has

IT won't be surpris- 
ing if Martin Kirsopp 
is occasionally seen 
at Ballymore, the 
mecca of Queens- 
land rugby union, 
when his Brisbane 
Lions duties permit. 


He comes from a 
prominent rugby-playing 
family; his father was in- 
volved with the oval ball 
code for many years and a 
brother represented 
Durham in the English 
County Championship as 
acentre.

sopp “Down Under”. 

On Christmas Eve, 
1982, Kirsopp was con- 
tacted by Kevin Fallon, 
then Gisborne’s player- 
manager and now coach 
of the Kiwi national 
team. A couple of weeks 
later, he received his 
plane ticket. 

The Geordie spent one 
season with the “Sky 
Blues”; picking up a 
Chatham Cup beaten 
finalists’ medal against 
Mount Wellington. 

During recent seasons, 
Kirsopp has been a con- 
stant eye catcher in the 
colors of Mount Gravatt 
in the Queensland 
XXXX League and the 
state’s representative 
side. 

Nicknamed “Winky” 
while at Gisborne, the di- 
minutive, tricky midfiel- 
der is still only 23 and his 
introduction to the natio- 
nal scene makes Lions’ 
involvement in the West 
End League all the more 
welcome.

WHEN young Pedro Ricoy first saw light of 
day in Uruguay on November 24 1966 there 
was joy in the Ricoy household. 


But the thing farthest 
from his parents’ mind 
would have been the 
possibility that he could 
at some stage play Soc- 
cer for Australia. 

The Ricoys migrated 
to Australia when young 
Pedro was nine, and he 
soon started coming 
through the ranks as a St 
George and then a NSW 


junior. 
He broke into St 
George’s National 


League team, and Frank 
Arok, wearing his Soc- 
ceroo hat, recently 
brought him into the 
Socceroo squad for 
assessment. 

Said Arok: “Pedro 
has a lot going for him. 
Much depends on his 
own future attitude. 

“He must prove him- 
self to be strong and 
consistent to succeed.” 

All seemed to be fall- 
ing into place, but in 
mid January Ricoy 
broke a foot whilst in his 
second Socceroo camp. 

“I was just running 
with the ball and 
suddenly felt a pain,” 
he said. 

“That accident then 
put me out of calcula- 
tions for the game 


against the Swedish club 
Gothenburg and then 
for the Dinamo Zagreb 
tour. 

“Now I’m right again 
after the disappoint- 
ment, and it is up to me 
to climb back.” 


Although short of sta- 
ture, Ricoy has worked 
hard to build his physi- 
que - he is now strong in 
limb and commanding in 
bearing. 

As mobile as they 
come, he can unleash a 
power-laden drive, 
which should prove to 
be a big asset in coming 
games. 

Along with Apia’s 
Peter Tredinnick, Ricoy 
is a natural right-footer 
who played on the left 
side constantly to de- 
velope into a two-footed 
exponent of the game. 

In 1985 he struck a 
disappointment when he 
missed a place in the 
Young Socceroos, who 
ended up in the world 
Youth Cup finals in 
Russia under Jim 
Shoulder. 

But that’s all in the 
past. Pedro Ricoy at 21 
still has the world ahead 
of him. 


favours to the Australian Institute of 
Sports’ capability to improve the 
standard of Australian Soccer recently. 


The NSL State League rubbed out the chance for 
the AIS to compete for competition points, after it 
had seemed that the Institute would be included in 
the competition proper.

Playing in a State League on competitive terms is 
one means whereby Soccer could have pointed to its 
willingness to fall in with the AIS scheme for better- 
ment of the game. 

Last year the AIS played without competition 
points in the Victorian State League. 

Playing in Sydney was a help mainly with travell- 
ing commitments, with the hope that games would be 
tough and points were up for grabs. 

Parish pump politics will never lift Australian 
Soccer on to the pedestal that it deserves. 

Clubs that are truly worthy of a State League 
position must be capable of seeing a wider perspec- 
tive. 

Surely players would have agreed to accomodate 
the young and capable AIS team had a position been 
put to them clearly. 

_ This matter should not be permitted to wilt on the 
vine. 

It is up to the NSW Federation directors to consid- 
er the 1989 position and see if something can be done 
to bring forward a scheme with which the clubs will 
comply. 


The AIS has produced some of Australia’s best 
players - of that there is no doubt. 

List them through for the years that the AIS and 
top international youth Soccer have been operative 
and this point will strike home with force.

Catastrophic loss to Lions 


GREG RUSSELL REPORTS 


LEGAL action could follow Brisbane Lions’ 
shock loss of their announced $100,000 


sponsorship. 


Club officials said it 
was an option they were 
now considering, but 
were reluctant to take. 

“While we might earn 
a moral victory through 
legal action I think the 
long term repercussions 
could be far more 
damaging. 

“It would do little for 
the image of our club or 
code to be involved in this 
type of action. It is some- 
thing the board will have 
to consider,” said Lions 
secretary Lawrence 
Oudendyk, a solicitor. 


Lions announced the 


$100,000 sponsorship by 
Gold Coast based liquor 
outlet, Pelerman’s Barn, 
a month ago. 

It was billed as the big- 
gest club sponsorship in 


EASTERN Suburbs

He said the club’s cur- 
rent financial position 
prevented any  streng- 
thening of its newly 
promoted National 
League team, which is 
struggling near the bot- 
tom of the table. 

“Tt would be a disaster 
to be newly promoted to 
the NSL and relegated 
the same year,” Morcus

wrote. 

But Morcus this week 
stressed that his plea for 
cash ‘had only been made 
because of “a short term 
cash flow problem”. He 
said the club had an esti- 
mated $1.5 million in 
assets and was in no dan- 
ger of financial collapse. 

He said the recent 
$20,000 purchase of de- 
fender Frank Mengotti in 


the days after the 
sponsorship _ announce- 
ment had _ eventually 
been financed _ only 
through _a___ temporary 
additional bank loan 
when the sponsorship 


money had become un- 
available. Morcus said it 
was the overdraft the 
club was now trying to 
cover. 

“We have now spent 
$32,000 on buying local 
players this season. We 
paid top dollar last year 
to win the XXXX League 
and get back into the NSL 
while the cost of upgrad- 
ing our ground facilities 
also has been more than 
we expected. 

“We thought we had 
everything covered but 
taking $100,000 out of 
our budget is hard for 
anyone to handle,” 
Morcus said. 

The club is now de- 
sperately seeking a new 
sponsor.

FORMER star National Soccer League striker 
Gary Cole finally became a Canberra Griffins 
player after administrative tangles in Vic- 
toria had been sorted out. 

The Griffins have agreed to pay $4000 to Victorian 
League side Croydon City, the last team to hold Cole’s 
contract, but an application for clearance with the 
_VSF ran into difficulties oyer an apparent claim by 
Preston that they still have an interest in the player. 

It was eventually sorted out in time for Cole to make 
his debut in the Griffins’ opening match of the season 
against Ku-ring-gai. 

But coach Tom Sermanni was far from amused at 
the hitches, which disrupted his plans for the game. 

“ve been told that Preston sold Cole to Croydon 
on the understanding that he would not be re-sold to 
another NSL club,” he said. “Well, we’re not an NSL 
club and anyway, these arrangements between clubs is 
something for them to sort out. 

“Either Croydon hold Cole’s registration and have 
the right to release him or they don’t.” 

In the meantime Griffins secretary Taso Samios re- 

2 ported that a number of Griffins players had reversed 
previous decisions not to play for the club this season. 

“Of last season’s squad who are still in Canberra 
only Phil Reis has now refused to re-sign,” he said. 


Sweeper Steve Bryant, who earlier said he was 
going to leave the club, has now come to terms while 
not yet putting pen to paper; Billy Willox will play as 
will Peter Mazis, Gus Cerro, George Kulscar and 
George Economopoulos. 


Samios also stressed that the decision to switch the 
Ku-ring-gai match from Saturday to Sunday was a 
one-off affair. 

“We have given an undertaking to the ACT Soccer 
Federation not to play at home on Sundays when the 
top ACT League sides have their games,” he said. It is 
part of our strategy to become the community club for 
the ACT, supported by all sections of the Soccer 
public. 

“We would transfer the game on his occasion be- 
cause the league has not yet started but in future it will 
be Saturdays for us. 


“TI know that this does not suit some Sydney clubs 
but I am afraid they will have to live with it. 

Samios also confirmed that the Griffins would be 
using suburban Hawker Oval rather than Bruce Sta- 
dium this season. 

The reason is financial. Hawker’s rental is about 
one tenth of Bruce’s and its capacity of around 5000 is 
far more realistic considering the Griffins’ home aver- 
age attendance of up to 500 last season.

Peter Thorne, with his 
great plan of building not 
only a club, but its own 
players out at Blacktown 
has personified constan- 
cy as he has sought to 
bring his goal to fruition. 

Blacktown has a 
successful social club and 
a broad base of spectator 
support, whereas Melita, 
currently lacks both 
these assets and it is a 
marvel that they have 
been able to build and 
prosper as they have. 


Tf we look at the poten- 
tial of Sydney Olympic, 
South Melbourne Hellas 
Sydney Croatia and Mel- 
bourne Croatia we find a 
different picture. 

These clubs, with spec- 
tator support that can go 
over the 10,000 mark, are 
continually finding them- 
selves involved in inter- 
nal and external conten- 
tion which has prevented 
them from building great 
Soccer clubs. 

On reflection, perhaps 
we can absolve Sydney 
Croatia from this judg- 
ment. 

Tt has built its own sta- 
dium in western Sydney, 
even though it is yet to be 
covered and it has tried to 
set up expert coaching of 
young players and even 
flirted with full-time pro- 
fessionalism. 

Much of this work 
went on under the leader- 
ship of Tony Topic and 
Tony Basic, who have 


given a lot to his club. 
Nevertheless, like its 
namesake in Melbourne, 
Sydney Croatia has 
found itself making pre- 
postrous decisions on 
coaches, sometimes as 


many as three and four 
times in one season. 

While such decisions 
on coaches are being 
made, one wonders at the 
standard of the general 
administration that goes 
on. 
Quality of administra- 
tion is the key to becom- 
ing an outstanding club. 


Administration 


England’s champion- 
elect Liverpool is noted 
for its great players and 
its great coaches. 

Not as well known is 
that it is the best adminis- 
tered club in the UK. 

Players come and go, 
coaches likewise and still 
the success continues, 
now under Kenny Dalgl- 
ish, as it did under Bob 
Paisley and before him 
under the late Bill 
Shankly. 

Sydney City possessed 
the same degree of stabil- 
ity and ability within its 
admitrative ranks. ~ 

This enabled Gerry 
Chaldi, Dave McLaren 
and Eddie Thomson to 
win championships year 
after year. 

How important the 
Sydney City manage- 
ment was to the success of 
these coaches was shown 
when Chaldi and 
McLaren moved away to 
try their luck in Adelaide 
and Melbourne respec- 
tively. 

The fluctuating Ade- 
laide Hellas club proved 
a graveyard for Chaldi 
whose career came to an 
abrupt end there. 

South Melbourne Hel- 
las also buried Dave 
McLaren, as it almost did 
Rale Rasic.

So how does one get 
good club  administra- 
tion? 

The answer is to get 
people of ability and let 
them keep on administ- 
ering, year in year out. 

Over the years they 
learn to dodge the pits 
and holes that wait for the 
unwary to drop into. 

They become smart in 
the ways of Soccer and in 
the ways of Soccer peo- 
ple, the media, the manu- 


facturers, the entrep- 
Teneurs, the  fly-by- 
nights. 


They begin to know 
Soccer business, just as in 
many  imstances they 
know their own personal 
business. 

There is a problem for 
clubs when people lack- 
ing ability become en- 
trenched in positions of 


responsibility.

FROM THE DUGOUT 


JOHN FREW WRITES 


FOR years we have been thrilled by players such as Stanley Matthews, 
George Best, Pele and Diego Maradona who, with their magical artistry, 
have dribbled through defences with consumate ease. These players and 
their dribbling skills have provided us with many magical moments. 

Contrast this style of Individual expression with that of the current Liver- 
Pool side who with their early passes and one touch football displays a total 
team concept of the game. 

it’s obvious this wonderful game of ours has a time and place for both 
attacking weapons. The question of young players, in fact all players, are 
faced with Is when to dribble and when to pass. 

Soccer, in the final analysis, is essentially a team game. Players working 
together in a co-ordinated, co-operative team can beat a team of players who 
have better Individual talents. To pass or to dribble depends on what is best 
for the team. 

Experience is the great teacher of what to do when, however the following 
points will help young players overcome this problem. 

First, and most important, you must have a look at the situation you are in. 
To do this you must have control of the ball, be facing the defence and you 
must get your head up. The following are guides to help you in your decision. 

You should shoot when you have a reasonable chance of scoring. A major 
fault with all players Is they do not shoot enough. Opportunities are rare 


_enough. Don't pass them up. 


You should pass when:- 
1. There is a team mate in a better position. 
2. You are under threat and a mistake could create a scoring opportunity for 


your opponent. 
3. You need to change the point of attack. 


You should dribble when:- 

1. There is only one player between you and a scoring opportunity. This 
should be almost compulsory. 

2. You are sure of beating your opponent and you can get into a position to 
key the attack. This often happens down the flanks. 

3. On those rare occasions when there is nothing on and you are waiting for 
opportunities to be created by your team mates. This should rarely 
happen and should never be done In the defensive area of the field. 

Soccer Is a very complex game and these are simplistic answers. Experi- 
ence will teach you when to dribble, when to pass and when to do that 
unexpected winning move. Remember the sole motive for any choice Is that it 
benefits your team. When you have mastered this decision-making process 


you are on the road to becoming a complete player.

Admittedly, England created more scoring 
chances due largely to the efforts of a brilliant John 
Barnes, but Israel had the clearest cut opportunity 
when Daniel Briyalovski raced clear of the English 
cover defence and, with only goalkeeper Chris 
Woods to beat, lobbed the ball over the bar. 

A rejuvenated Bonni Ginzburg was the pick of 
the Israelis, though Briyalovski (playing out of posi- 
tion in order, the press speculated, to fool the 
watching Frank Arok) obviously delighted in show- 
ing his ability against one of Europe’s highest rated 
sides. 

v. Poland, at Tel Aviv 10-2-88. Lost 1-3. 


Having slumped from the sublime to the ridicu- 
lous within a week, Israel now repeated the process 
within fifteen minutes. 

In the first half, they maintained ascendency over 
a very useful Polish team and, deservedly, took the 
lead after 35 minutes through Ronnie Rosenthal. 

Dariusz Kubizsky snatched an equaliser in the last 
minute of the first half and, when Israel emerged 
after the interval, they looked a totally different 
team — slow, lethargic and devoid of attacking 
ideas. 

A Polish goal one minute after the restart by 
Wlodzimierz Prusik hardly boosted Israeli confi- 
dence and long before substitute Marek Kozcki 
completed a flowing movement with a last minute 
goal, it had evaporated completely. 


y. Rumania, Haifa 3-2-88. Lost 0-2. 


One week after heaping praise upon their side, 
the Israeli media unanimously condemned them for 
“the worse performance in living memory”. 

Israel were simply awful and Rumania, without 
ever appearing to extend themselves, dominated 
totally. 

Veteran midfielder Ladislau Boloni opened the 
scoring when smashing home a free kick from 18 
metres in the 15th minute and Daniel Chukha added 
a long-overdue second with 20 minutes remaining. 

Although the entire Israeli team played badly, 
coach Michic contended himself with two scapegoats 
— his two goalkeepers (one came on as a substitute 
at half time). 

y. France, at Tel Aviv 27-1-88. Drew 1-1. 


After some indifferent performances earlier in the 
Olympic warm-up program, Israel delighted their 
supporters with an excellent display against the 
European Champions (the title remains with them 
until June), in a match the home side could easily 
have won. 

Had English referee Alan Gunn ruled a free kick 
from Uri Malmillian to have crossed the goal line, as 

-the vast majority of spectators believed, and not 
waved play on or had Ronnie Rosenthal headed a 
glorious opportunity into the net, as he should have, 
instead of into the hands of French goalkeeper 
Bruno Martini, Israel would have claimed a famous 
victory. 

The Israelis held the initiative for almost the 
entire game, yet very nearly suffered defeat due to 
an: astonishing defensive lapse. In the 60th minute, 
goalkeeper Avi Hadad and defender Abraham 
Cohen collided as they chased a loose ball; allowing 
Gerald Passi to obtain possession and cross for 
Yannick Stopyra to head into an unguarded net. 

Nine minutes later, Cohen made amends by head- 
ing home after another Malmillian free kick fooled 
the French defensive wall. 

The outstanding performers though were Nir 
Klinger; reverting to his original midfield role 
following unhappy appearances at left back, and a 
back to form Daniel Briyalovski.
